endale will b& aided or ſuccoured by him, next 
Munday or Tueſday.

After that Captaine Rewber,contrary to his oath,

Gabor went forward with his forces all along Mo- 
1444, and as ſoone as the Souldiers which lay in 
Strafnitz perceiued his comming, they made them- 
{clues maſters ouer their Capraines and Comman- 
ders,hurting and wounding ſome of them , eſpeci- 
ally one of Haugeniz very fore , becauſe he would 
not yeeld vnto them, and afterwards they threw 
him out at a window. 
Thus when they had bound all their Capraines 
and Commanders, they dcliuered them and the 

Cattle vp vnto Bethclew: Gabor , who would haue 
_ Putthem allo the ſword; but by the meanes of 
the Marqueſſe of lazendorff they were ſaued : yeta

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great ſcare was raiſed in the Countrey by this 
meanes , that the treaty of \u/415/4) 2h thould 
hanec beene dtferred ; bur fince there ariued 9JcO:, 
Sulefians in ' oranta, it 1s begun. | 

Inthe meane time, the HumnTariins d11 fer vpan 
Holl:{chaw, the Lord Cantilar of 50014, n 1 the 
Lord Generall,with their followers , and tooke a. 
way from them what they had : notwith{tanding, 
the Earle of Emerid, Titz:o , and five other Hugs 
71az Lords arc come vnto che TIreatic,and ſhall(no 
queſtion) haue whartthe whole country can afford. 

Three dayes agoe there was put 1n ptiſon heere, 
anltaltzn,called Cro t,with his fonne and ſeruants, 
for coyning certaine pieces of money , amounting 
to the valuc of a thoutand pound. 

Bethelem Gabor and the Marqueſle of 1ageadorf, 
haue taken in moſt places on this fide the Marſh, 
and our forces haue likewiſe taken inthe bett quar- 
ters on the other (ide all along, rill you come to 
Ranadiſch , where they meane to remaine on both 
ſides,vntilla Treaty of peace is concluded. 

The Bu4ean forces doe daily greathurt , contt- 
nuing burning and ſpoiling the Countrey heerca- 
bout Newſtadt: and alchough the chiefe places arc 
beſer with Souldiers, as Hanbach, Pruge, Alien- 
bureh, Eiſenſtad, and Newſtadt , yet they dare not 
venter vpon the enemy, either for teare of diſcom- 
fiture, or leauing their Townes naked. 

Since our forces left the Schutt and Thowbi4,and 
went into Moraura, they haue indured great ſcarct- 
tic,and (till want neceſſary prouiſion: for the Soul- 
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neither paſſe thorow, nor trauell any longer, info. 

much that many horſes died for want of prouen- 

der,and as many Souldiers for want of victuals, fo 

thatthey arenor able to reſiſt the enemy : beſides, 

the ſickneſſe & dearth which is increaſed amongſt 

them,doth trouble & affright them more & more.

They in Tabor doe hitherto hold out, and haue 
only 50. very expert in ſhooting,ſo that none dare 
ſhew themſclues before it : all the forces which are 
heereabouts,were brought together, being abour 
4000. foot, and 600. horſe, who ſhould haue giuen 
anaſſault vpon the Towne, but finding themſclues 
too weake,they deſiſted: whereupon they determi- 

ned tovndermine it: wherein likewiſe they failed, 
by reaſon of the ſituation vpon a ſtony and hard 
ground. 

The Prince of Lichtenſtein cannot as yer goe for. 
wards with his regiment of foot, and 5cc. horſe, 
becauſe all the men which can be muſtered.,are 
brought before 72bor. Likewiſe the Dukes forces 
gc not forward, bur lye heere and there on the 

igh wayes ſide, robbing and ſtcaling from all they 
meet :and although the Duke of Saxony hath beene - 
called vpon diuers times by the Emperor to march 
with his Army into Morawa - yet for any thing we 
heare,he is not ſo much as a going. 

The Hunzarians all this while arc talne very 
ſtrong into 3/07au1a, doing very much hurr,and al- 
though the /mperius follow them , to intercept 
their outrage, yet are they too weake to doe any 
good vpon them. | | 
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The Prince of Lichtenſtein went yeſterday inthe 
» forcnoone with a few toward Ruzvdzss , where the 
Arcli-duke Charles is to meethim.

On Sunday laſt, there paſſed by vs 270n{ieur Tilly 
with 66.companies of foor,qq.troopes of horle,g, 
Peeces of Ordnance, 500. waines,and 5-00.horſe. 
men,all which went preſently ro Furth,where they 
pitched their Campe and refoluedto remaine, 

Hitherto they haue had prouiſtonſent vnto them 
from hence; they did much hurt by the way , and 
terrified all the Countrey : Whether he followed 
wich this Army after the Count of Mansfield, who 
then lay at Rottenbereh, is vncertaine,becauſe they 
ſuddenly incamped, as (belike) vnderſtanding of a 
new Treaty betweene the Duke of Bauaria and the 
Count Mansfield, 

From the Palatinate,the 26.0f Octov. 1621. 

The Ritterſchaft lieth as yet at Neckerhanſen, 
and thereabouts. 

The enemy before Franckendale , hath gor the 
halfe moone by Raldenlech already, and they haue 
becne vpon the wall at Franckenaale, but were for- 
ced to a retreat by the valour of the defendants, 
they looke daily for Count Mansfield, who as it is 
thought, will quarter himſelfe about Masbach, and 
then no doubr, as ſoone as he comes, #ranckendale 
will beaided and relceued. 

Laſt Friday there was a skirmiſh berwixt the 
Spantards and Captaine Obertrant , who carried 
away with him three Peeces of Ordnance, leauing 
the tourth in thelurch : all thefe he took from them 
 verybraucly. Ar 
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At _Manhaime the enemy would haue taken the- 
Ship-bridge avvay,but they vvere beaten backe a- 
gaine vvith no {mall lofle. 

Laſt Saterday the enemy made another ſtrong 
aſſault vpon the Sconce before Franchendale_, 
wherein the Enzliſh lay , but vvere beateri off a- 
gaine vvith the loſſe of 700. men, vvhereof ſorne of 
them ſtucke ſo taſt in the mariſh, that they vvere 
there cut in pieces. There is a rumor that the Earle 
of Nedoyaleved vvas ſhaine vvith a Peece of 
Ordnance : ſome ſay he vvas but hurt: bur ir is ſure, 
thatcertaine chiefe Captaines vvere {laine in that 
aſſault. About midnight they made another aſ- 
fault vpon the halfe Moone,and tooke it vvith tvvo 
Peeces of Ordnance, tvvo tunne of povvder, vvith 
certaine clothes: but ere they could goe quite a- 
way, all was recouered and they loſt againe many 
men,beſides 300.that were wounded. There were 
found dead of the Enel:/h ſome 80. bur ic is vncer- 
taine how many they brought intothe Towne with 
them. Their hope is now in Count Marsfield - tor 
they haue ſent the enemy word os hauenothing 
for them bur powder and ſhot: in which,they were 
as good as their words, as it ſhould feeme : for 
newes came preſently againe,that they haue beaten | 
the Spaniards once more from the wall of Franck. 
enaale —, 

From the Palatinatethe 30. of October. 
I 62H. 

That the Count 17ansficld marching day and 
night,is come into the Pal17znate, his forces being 
1600.hath ioyncd himſclte with Sir [/orac0 Feere. 
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Spinola hearing of it, made toward them with 
his forces: they perceiving him willing to fight, 
ioyned battell with him, ſlaying 3oco. of his men 
and following him ſo long as day-light laſted, kil. 
led many of them in the flight. 
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
